Germany 
Off the Bridle 


W A SH IN G I O N , D. C., January 31— Following is the official translation of the 
German note declaring for unrestricted warfare: 


Mr. Secretary of S ta te : 


Your Excellency was good enough to transm it to the Im­ 
perial Governm ent a copy of the m essage which th*’ president 
of tho I* nit cd States addressed to the senate on Hi*' "2nd inst. 
The Imperial G overnm ent has given it the earnest consideration 
which the p resid en t’s statem en ts deserve, inspired as they are, 
by a deep sentim ent of responsibility. 


It i s h i g h l y g r a t i f y i n g to the Imperial G overnm ent to ascer­ 


t a i n that th*- m a i n tendencies o f this im portant sta te m e n t cor­ 
respond largely to the desires and principles professed by Ger­ 


m a n y . T hese principles especially include self-government and 


e q u a l i t y o f r i g h t f o r all nations. 
G e r m a n y would be sincerely 


g l a d if in recognition o f this principle countries like Ireland and 
India, which do n o t enjoy t h e benefits of local independence, 
should now obtain their f r e e d o m . 
T he G erm an people also repu­ 


d i a t e a i l alliances which 
s e r v e to force th e countries into a 
competition of m ight and to involve them in a net of selfish 
intrigues. 


On the other hand, G erm any will gladly co-operate in all 
efforts to prevent future wars. 
T he freedom of the seas, being 
a preliminary condition of the free existence of nations and the 
peaceful intercourse between them, as well as the open door for 
the com m erce of all nations, has always formed part of the lead­ 
ing principles of G erm an y ’s political program. 
All the more the 
Imperial G overnm ent regrets th a t the attitude of her enemies, 
who are so entirely opposed to peace, m a k es it impossible for 
the world at present to bring about realization of these lofty 
ideals. 


Says Allies Plan to Crush Germany. 


Germ any and her allies are ready to e n te r now into a dis­ 
cussion of peace and had set down as bases the guaranty of 
existence, honor and free developm ent of their peoples. 
Their 
aims, as lias been expressly stated in the note of December 12, 
1916, were not directed tow ard th e destruction or annihdation 
of their enem ies and w ere according to their conviction perfectly 
compatible with the lights of the other nations. 


As to Belgium, for which such w arm and cordial sym pathy 
is felt in the United States, \the chancellor had declared only a 
few weeks previously that its annexation had never formed a 
part of G e rm a n y ’s intentions. 
The peace to he signed with 
Belgium was, to provide for such conditions in that country, 
with which G erm any desires to m aintain friendly neighborly 
relations, that Belgium should not be used again by G erm any’s 
enemies for the purpose of instigating continuous hostile in­ 
trigues. 


Such precautionary m easures are all the more necesasry, as 
G erm any’s enem ies have repeatedly stated not only in speeches 
delivered by their leading men, hut also in the statutes of the 
economical conference iii Paris, that it is their intention not to 
treat G erm an) as an equal, even a fte r peace has been restored, 
hut to continue their hostile attitude and especially to wage a 
system atic economic w ar against her. 


The attem pt of the four allied powers to bring about peace 
has failed, owing to the lust of conquest of the enemies, who 
desired to dictate th** conditions of peace . U nder the pretense 
of following the principle of nationality, our enem ies have dis­ 
closed their real aim s iii this way, viz, to dism em ber and dis­ 
honor Germany, Austria-Hungary, T urkey and Bulgaria. 
To the 
wish of reconciliation Hie) oppose the will of destruction. 
They 
desire a fight to the hitter end. 


New Situation Forces New Decisions. 


A new situation has thus been created which forces ‘Ger­ 
man) to new derisions. 
Sine** two years and a half England is 
using her naval powers for a criminal attem pt to force Germany 
Into subniis ion by starvation. 
In brutal contempt of interna­ 
tional law th*- group of power, led by England, does not only 
curtail th** legitimate B a d e of their opponents, but they also by 
ruthless pressure compel neutral countries eith er to altogether 
forego every trade not agreeable to the entente powers or to 
limit it according to their arb itrary decrees. 


T he Am erican governm ent knows the steps which have been 
taken to cause England and lier allies to return to the rules of 
international law and to respect the freedom of the seas. 
The 
English governm ent, however, insists upon continuing its war of 
starvation, which does not at ail affect the military power of its 
opponents, hut compels women and children, the sick and the 
aged, to suffer for their country pains and privations which 
endanger the vitality of the nation. 


T hus British ty ran n y mercilessly increases the sufferings 
of Hie world, indifferent to the law’s of humanity, indifferent to 
the protests of the neutrals, whom they severely harm , indiffer­ 
ent to the silent longing for peace am ong E ngland's own allies. 
Each day of the terrible struggle causes new destruction, new 
sufferings. 
E ach day shortening the w ar will, on both sides, 


p reserve the life of thousands of brave soldiers and be a benefit. 
to m ankind. 
* 
T he Imperial Government could not* justify before its own 
conscience, before the German people and before history the 
neglect of any m eans destined to bring about an end of the war. 
Like the president of the United States, the Imperial Govern­ 
ment had hoped to lo a th this goal by negotiations. 
A fter the attem pts to come to an understanding with the 
en ten te powers have been answered by the la tter with the a n ­ 
n ouncem ent of an intensified continuation of the war, the Im­ 
perial Government, in order to serve the welfare of m ankind in 
a higher sense and not to wrong its own people, is now compelled 
to continue the fight for existence, again forced upon it, w ith 
the full em ploym ent of all the weapons which are at its disposal. 
Sincerely trusting that the people and governm ent of the 
U nited S tates will understand the motives for this decision and 
its necessity, the Imperial governm ent hopes th a t ttfe United 
S tates m ay view the new situation from the lofty heights of 
impartiality, and assist, on their part, to prevent fu rth er misery 
and unavoidable sacrifice of human life.

Barred Sea Zones Established. 
• 
Berlin, Jan. 31 (W ireless to Sayville).—Following is the a n ­ 
nex referred to in the German note: 
F ro m February I, 1917, within barred zones around Great 
Britain, France, Italy and in the E astern M editerranean, as out- 
lined in the following, all sea traffic forthwith will be opposed. 
Such barred zones are: 
In the N orth sea, the district around E ngland and France, 
which is limited by a line 20 nautical miles far over Faroe Island; 
from th e re across the point 62 degrees north, 15 degrees west to 
GI degrees north, 15 degrees west; then 57 degrees north, 20 de­ 
grees w est to 47 degrees north, 20 degrees w est; further to 43 
degrees north 15 degrees west: then on degree latitude 43 de­ 
grees north to the point 20 nautical miles from Cape F inisterre 
and 2 nautical miles distance along the Spanish north coast as 
far as the French frontier. 
Concerning the south, in the M editerranean: 
F o r neutral 
shipping there remains open the south district wrest of a line 
from Point de b es Paquett to 30 degrees, 20 m inutes north and 
6 degrees east, as well north and w e st of a zone 60 sea miles 
broad along the N orth African coast, beginning on (?) degrees 
w est longitude. 
* 
In order to connect this sea district with Greece, the zones 
lead 20 sea miles in width north or e a st following this line; 
38 degrees north and 6 degrees east, 38 degrees north and l l 
degrees 30 m inutes east to 31 degrees north and l l degrees 30 
m inutes east to 34 degrees north and 22 degrees 30 m inutes east. 
Front there it leads to a zone 20 sea miles broad west of 22 de­ 
grees 30 m inutes east longitude into Greek territorial waters.

• avn risk. 
Although precautions are being taken to spare neutral 
ships which on F ebruary I are on the way to ports in the 
barred zone, during an appropriate delay ,yet it is urgently to be 
advised th a t they should be w arned and directed to other routes 
by all m eans available. 
Neutral ships lying in ports of the barred zone can with the 
sam e safety abandon the barred zones if they sail before F eb ­ 
ruary 5 and take the shortest route into the open district. 
Traffic of regular Am erican passenger steam ers can go on 
un m o lested : 
A 
If Falmouth is taken as the port of destination and if, 
B 
On Hie going and return j o u r n e y to St illy Islands, as well 
as the point 50 degrees north, 20 degrees west, be steered on. 
Along this route no Germ an mines will be laid. 
C— If steam ers on this journey bear the following special 
signals which only they will be permitted to display in Am erican 
ports: 
A coating of paint on the ship’s hull and the su p erstru c­ 
ture in vertical stripes three m eters broad, altern atin g w hite and 
red; on every m ast a large flag of checkered white and red, on 
the stern the A m erican national flag; during d a rk n e ss Hie n a ­ 
tional flag and the coat of paint to he as easily recognizable as 
possible from a distance; and the shills m ust be completely and 
brightly illuminated. 
I)— If only one ste a m e r runs each week in each direction, 
arriving at Falm outh on Sundays, leaving Falm outh on W ed n e s­ 
days. 
E — If guarantees and assurances are given by Hie A m erican 
governm ent th a t these steam ers carry no contraband (according 
to the G erm an list of contraband).

London ,Feb. I.—The Eskimos of 
Greenland are probably 
the 
only 
people irt Europe who are not in­ 
terested in ttie outcome of the great 
war. 
Such is the Impression given 
by Jon Dangaard Imsen, governor 
of Greenland, who has come all the 
way to London to appear as a wit­ 
ness in a*claim of the Danish gov­ 
ernment to a cargo of fish seized 
by the British as a prize of war. 
“They have heard of the war,” 
said the governor, “but they have 
only a vague impression of the gi­ 
gantic struggle. 
Two Eskimo pa­ 
pers that are published 
once 
a 
month give them a rough idea of 
the conflict, but the issues are en­ 
tirely foreign to them . These pa­ 
pers are printed by native printers 
trained in Denmark. 
In them are 
reproduced war pictures taken from 
the Danish gapers.” 
The waste of human life makes 
the deepest impression 
on 
these 
Greenlanders, according to Gover 
nor Dangaard. 
“The 
Eskimo 
be­ 
lieves it wicked to kill humans,” he 
went on. “He kills all animals and 
thinks he has a perfect right to do 
so, but he shrinks from the thought 
of taking a human life. 
He heard 
of men being thrown against ma­ 
chinery in the great struggle to the 
south of him and believes the whole 
thing absurd.” 
The governor summed up the 
Greenlander’s 
unique 
position, 
which he remarked may have some­ 
thing to do with his detachment 
from the war. 
“The Greenlander,” 
he said, “has these advantages: 
“He has no army to support. 
“He has no navy to worry about. 
“Thereare no policemen in Green­ 
land. 
“He has on taxes to pay. 
“There are no movie show's or 
theaters. 
“All doctor bills are paid by the 
Danish government. 
“ I here,” 
added 
the 
governor, 
“you 
have 
a 
condition 
unique 
among the peoples of the world. 
And it must not be forgotten that 
the standard of civilization among 
these Arctic Highlanders is being 
raised, slowly by necessity. 
I am 
also pleased to report that his num­ 
bers are increasing. 
The present 
population of 13,OOO show’s a growth 
of about 7Mi per cent in ten years. 
“The Danish government, which 
controls the country, carefully looks 
after the well being of the Eskimo, 
and by a rigid ban on visitors to the 
country—nobody is allowed to go 
to Greenland except by special per­ 
mission—leaves him to develop on 
natural evolutionary lines.”

tioned freequentlv

dispatches 
passing the censor. 
Information received only yester­ 
day, however, shows that a very 
careful campaign for the use of 
sea forces has been under way re­ 
cently. 
It has been urged as essential 
to Germ any’s existence and it was 
represented that ii would be im­ 
possible now for President Wilson 
to get the American people behind 
him in a declaration of war. Con­ 
gress was represented as opposed 
to war. 
Germany, according to informa­ 
tion received here, realizes that her 
action may result in a break of 
relations, but Berlin officials are 
pi*pated for the 
rupture. 
Last 
night 
they were represented as 
feeding that Hie only other steps 
open to the Fnited States are the 
calling of a conference of neutral 
nations to end the blockade, or the 
taking of some step which speedily 
would result in peace. 
Information received from 
the 
same source is that Adm iral von 
Tirpitz, or his followers, had ab­ 
solutely nothing to do with the new 
policy. 
On the contrary, it w is 
said that Von Tirpitz was not, as 
has heretofore been supposed, re­ 
moved from power because he ad­ 
vocated ruthless submarine w ar­ 
fare. 
Tin* fact, according to this 
information, was that he was th 
posed because he did not 
effec­ 
tively carry out the campaign lie 
inaugurated. 
From German quarters last night 
came Die information 
that 
Ger­ 
many now has from 300 to 500 sub­ 
marines re a d y for the campaign. 
The German view is that the 
new policy will 
improve 
general 
prospects for an early peace. Ger­ 
m a n y is represented as still being 
ready to discuss peace 
at 
any 
time. 
However, it is declared that 
German officials, both in this coun­ 
try and in Berlin, feel that th? 
declaration 
of 
changed 
policy 
should make it clear that Germany 
and her allies are in the war to 
the last drop of blood. 
Unrestricted submarine warfare, 
it was declared, 
was 
determined 
upon as soon as the nature of the 
entente reply to President W ilson’s 
note became known, and before the 
president’s address to the senate. 
The president’s address, 
it 
was 
said, authoritatively came in the 
midst of the situation, and because 
of its nature it appeared for a time 
as if the new campaign might be 
postponed. 
However, it was ex 
plained, much preparation was nec­ 
essary for the opening of such a 
campaign, and nothing was to be 
gained by waiting. 
It is believed here that the policy 
was decided upon at a recent con­ 
fe re n c e at the headquarters of th" 
German general 
staff, 
and 
that 
Field 
Marshal 
von 
Hinilenburg 
played a most important part in its 
formulation.
